-HURLINGHAM PROPOSALS 


(By R. SHEEPSHANKS) | 

In polo, owing to the pace at which. the game is played, the 
different angles from which any particular point is viewed, and the 
strict necessity for providing by rule against the risk of serious ac- 
cident, differences of opinion frequently arise regarding the correct 


interpretation of the rules.in their. 


Not so long ago, for instance, 
the spectators at an important 
game in London. were enlivened 
by an eminent but irascible play- 
er striding into the pavilion at 
the conclusion of the match and 
announcing in a stentorian voice: 
“The trouble about this game is 
that the umpires don’t know the 
rules.” 

These differences are constantly be- 
ing referred to the legislative authori- 
ties for the game in England, America 
and India, and the decisions upon them 
have led to certain variations between 
the rules in force in the different coun- 
tries, , 

With the increase in interest in in- 
ternational polo, the | desirability. of 
having. a uniform international code 
has been recognised, and. the task of 
drafting one has been undertaken by 
the Hurlinghum Rules Committee, with 
the full approval of the American and 
Indian Polo Associations, : 


TO APPLY TO ALL COUNTRIES 


‘The chairman of the committee is 
Lord Louise Mountbatten who is equal- 
ly well known ap a first-class exponent 
of the practice of the game and as pos-~ 
sessing a t!orough knowledge of the 
theory and rules, Under his auspices 
n great amount of work has been done 
with the utmost thoroughness. 

The English, American and. Indian 
rules have been collated, the “' differ- 
ences between them have been pointed 
out, and the proposed = intérnational 
rules have been stated, with explana- 
tory notes. They are now in circula- 
tion to the Polo Associations through- 
out the world. It is proposed that, 
when agreed upon, they shall apply 
wherever polo is played, it being left 
-open to each country to frame for itself 
any, supplementary rules which its pe- 
«uliar circumstances may call for.

‘SHORTER PERIODS 


The object of the committee has been 
to unify and clarify the rules, making 
as few amendments of substances as 
possible.
